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THE  CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT. 


MY  LOKBS  A  STB  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  to  report  that  the  union  between  the  Committee 
of  Visitors  appointed  by  the  Voluntary  Subscribers,  the 
Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Nottingham,  and  the 
Council  of  the  Borough  of  Nottingham  is  dissolved  as  and 
from  the  31st  of  December,  1855. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for 
the  County  and  the  Council  for  the  Borough  have  agreed  with 
the  Voluntary  Subscribers  for  the  purchase  of  their  interest  in 
the  Institution  and  also  for  the  purchase  of  their  property 
adjoining,  and  intend  to  appropriate  the  whole  for  a  Pauper 
Lunatic  Asylum  for  the  joint  use  of  the  County  and  Borough 
of  Nottingham. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  will  now  he  enabled  to  com¬ 
mence  building  a  Chapel  for  Divine  Service,  and  a  Kitchen 
adequate  for  the  cooking  purposes  of  the  establishment,  and 
also  to  provide  the  additional  accommodation  required  for 
Pauper  Lunatics  without  farther  delay,  within  the  walls  of  the 
present  Institution,  and  the  Voluntary  Subscribers  will  he 
enabled,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  to  provide  a  New 
Lunatic  Asylum  for  first  and  second  class  Patients  upon  a 
more  eligible  site. 

The  detached  House  in  the  Institution  has  been  repaired  for 
the  convenience  of  Dr.  Stiff,  who  now  has  the  use  of  it  with 
the  Garden  attached,  and  the  Bedrooms  in  the  centre  building, 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Besident  Medical  Officer,  are  appro¬ 
priated  for  the  accommodation  of  Patients. 
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At  the  Quarterly  Meeting  of  Visitors,  April  25th,  1855, 
it  was  determined  to  build  a  Wall  on  the  boundary  of  the 
Garden  appropriated  to  the  use  of  Dr.  Stiff,  which  has  been 
erected  on  the  North  West  and  South  East  boundaries,  but 
aS  satisfactory  arrangements  could  not  be  made  with  the  owner 
of  the  adjoining  property  on  the  South  West,  it  has  not  been 
completed. 

The  keeping  the  Grounds  in  order,  digging,  and  cultivating 
the  Land  for  the  production  of  Vegetables,  affords  beneficial 
labour  for  as  many  Patients  as  can  be  properly  so  employed. 

The  Medical  Officers,  in  answer  to  Queries  in  a  letter 
from  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  dated  the  25th  of  January, 
1855,  reported  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors  the  names  of 
23  Males  and  20  Eemales  from  the  County  of  Nottingham, 
and  also  6  Males  and  10  Females  from  the  Borough  of  Not¬ 
tingham,  harmless  chronic  patients,  who,  in  their  opinion,  can 
be  properly  taken  care  of  elsewhere.  The  Guardians  of  the 
Nottingham  Poor  Law  Union  made  application  for  the  removal 
of  the  16  patients  charged  to  parishes  in  that  Union.  Dr. 
Williams  inspected  the  accommodation  for  such  patients,  and 
reported,  on  the  16th  of  April,  “that  there  is  now  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  6  more  Females  and  4  more  Males  in  the  Lunatic 
Wards  of  the  Workhouse,”  and  on  the  16th  of  May  the  Com¬ 
mittee  (with  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy) 
discharged  6  of  the  Females,  and  4  of  the  Male  Patients 
mentioned  in  the  Medical  Officers’  Deport,  to  be  removed  by 
one  of  the  Believing  Officers  of  the  Nottingham  Poor  Law 
Union.  The  Clerks  of  the  several  Boards  of  Guardians  in  the 
County  of  Nottingham  were  apprized  of  the  opinion  of  the 
Medical  Officers,  and  the  Committee  of  Visitors  requested  to 
be  informed  whether  the  Guardians  wished  to  remove  and 
would  undertake  to  provide  proper  accommodation  and  care 
for  any  such  harmless  chronic  patients  as  they  might  think  fit 
to  order  to  be  discharged,  but  I  believe  that  only  one  applica¬ 
tion  was  made  from  Guardians  of  the  Poor  Law  Unions  in 
the  County  of  Nottingham,  which  satisfied  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  that  proper  accommodation  and  care  would  be  provided 
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for  the  reception  of  such  patients  elsewhere,  and  that  only  one 
of  the  43  patients  from  the  County  of  Nottingham  has  been 
discharged  in  consequence  of  the  Medical  Officers’  Beport. 

A  Pemale  Patient,  who  was  admitted  as  a  Pauper  Lunatic 
in  the  year  1843,  and  who  has  been  in  the  Institution  11  years 
without  any  payment  being  received  for  care,  maintenance,  and 
clothing,  was  ordered  to  be  discharged  on  the  6th  of  June  last, 
and  was  removed  on  the  22nd  of  December. 

TJpon  reference  to  the  Accounts  and  Contracts  for  the 
years  1852,  1853,  1854,  and  1855,  it  will  be  observed  that  for 
the  year  1852  the  weekly  charges  to  parishes  were — for  Males 
8s.  and  for  Pemales  7s.  The  Contracts  for  the  following  im¬ 
portant  articles  of  consumption  were — for  Bread  Is.  6d.  per 
18 lbs.;  Meat,  5s.  7d.  per  stone;  Malt,  53s.  per  quarter;  and 
Coal  7s.  6d.  per  ton.  The  Ordinary  Maintenance  Account  for 
Provisions  (including  Salaries  and  Wages)  for  the  daily  average 
of  240.49  patients,  amounted  to  £4,646  4s.  3d. ;  and  the  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  daily  average  of  39.47  second  class  patients 
amounted  to  £1,434  12s.  lid. 

That  for  the  year  1853  the  weekly  charges  to  Parishes 
were — for  Males  7s.  6d.  and  for  Pemales  6s.  6d. ;  the  Contracts 
were — for  Bread,  Is.  11s.  per  18  lbs;  Meat,  6s.  10|d.  per  stone  ; 
Malt,  56s.  per  quarter;  and  Coal,  10s.  6d.  per  ton.  The 
Ordinary  Maintenance  Account  for  Provisions  (including 
Salaries  and  Wages)  for  the  daily  average  of  241.41  patients, 
amounted  to  £5,525  17s.  Id.,  and  the  accounts  for  39.71  second 
class  Patients  amounted  to  £1,333  17s.  lid. 

That  for  the  year  1854  the  weekly  charges  to  Parishes 
were — for  Males  9s.  6d.  and  for  Pemales  8s.  6d.  The  Con¬ 
tracts  were — for  Bread  3s.  Id.  per  18  lbs. ;  Meat,  7s.  6d.  per 
stone;  Malt,  70s.  per  quarter;  and  Coal,  10s.  10|d.  per  ton. 
The  Ordinary  Maintenance  Account  for  Provisions  (including 
Salaries  and  Wages)  for  the  daily  average  of  239.16  patients, 
amounted  to  £6,458  12s.  8d.,  and  the  accounts  for  37.14 
second  class  patients  amounted  to  £1,219  11s.  8d. 

That  for  the  year  1855  the  weekly  charges  to  Parishes 
were — for  Males  10s.  and  for  Pemales  9s.  The  Contracts 
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were — for  Bread  2b.  9-fd.  per  18  lbs. ;  Meat,  7s.  9d.  per  stone  ; 
Malt,  70s.  per  quarter;  and  Coal,  9s.  9fd.  per  ton.  The 
Ordinary  Maintenance  Account  for  Provisions  (including 
Salaries  and  Wages)  for  the  daily  average  of  228.33  patients, 
amounted  to  £5,582  10s.  2d. ;  and  the  accounts  for  36.58 
second  class  patients  to  £1,202  3s.  6d. 

During  the  year  1853  the  price  of  provisions  considerably 
advanced,  and  the  cost  of  Maintenance  (including  Salaries  and 
Wages)  exceeded  the  cost  of  1852,  the  sum  of  £879  13s.  10d., 
which,  with  about  £360  less  received  by  the  weekly  reduction 
of  sixpence  to  Parishes  and  by  reduced  charges  for  second  class 
patients  will  account  for  the  decrease  of  £228  15s.  7d.  of  the 
Consolidated  Pund  in  the  year  1853. 

In  January,  1854,  the  weekly  charges  to  Parishes  were 
advanced  two  shillings,  but  in  consequence  of  the  high  prices 
of  provisions  and  the  unexpected  increase  in  the  consumption, 
with  a  further  decrease  of  the  accounts  for  second  class  patients, 
there  was  a  decrease  of  £307  3s.  6d.  of  the  Consolidated  Pund 
in  that  year. 

In  January,  1855,  the  weekly  charges  to  Parishes  were 
again  advanced  sixpence,  and  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  observe 
that  the  sums  then  fixed  were  sufficient  to  defray  the  whole 
expenses  chargeable  to  parishes  for  Pauper  Patients,  and 
although  the  estimated  cost  of  the  second  class  Patients  has 
exceeded  the  amount  of  their  accounts,  about  £385,  the  in¬ 
crease  of  the  Consolidated  Pund  this  year  exceeded  the  amounts 
of  the  decrease  of  the  two  preceding  years. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  at  any  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings 
in  the  years  1853  and  1854  might  have  altered  the  weekly 
charges  to  Parishes,  but  I  do  not  find,  during  any  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  ten  years  (from  the  31st  of  December,  1842,  to  the  31st 
of  December,  1852),  that  the  charges  fixed  in  the  month  of 
January  in  each  year  have  been  altered  in  any  of  the  same 
years,  although  the  Consolidated  Pund  increased  £9,116  18s.  6d. 
in  addition  to  £3,616  15s.  4d.  expended  on.  the  Pabric,  on 
account  of  the  Voluntary  Subscribers'  interest  in  the  Institution 
during  those  ten  years,  in  which  the  whole  of  the  receipts 
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of  the  Donations,  Legacies,  and  Subscriptions  amounted  to 
£5,207  8s.  4d. 

The  sum  of  £14  has  been  ordered  to  be  distributed  to 
relieve  one  second  class  and  ten  Pauper  Patients  during  the 
past  year,  out  of  interest  derived  from  the  Lady  Middleton 
Pund. 

At  the  Meeting  of  the  House  Committee  in  Pebruary  last, 
I  directed  their  attention  to  the  increased  consumption  of  Meat, 
Bread,  Malt,  Malt  Liquor,  Wine,  and  other  articles  in  the  year 
1854,  at  which  meeting  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  circumstances.  That  Committee  presented  a 
Deport  at  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  on  the  25th  of  April  follow¬ 
ing,  in  which  it  was  recommended  that  the  Dietary  Tables 
should  be  revised,  and  several  other  alterations  were  suggested 
with  the  view  to  improve  the  management  and  to  insure  proper 
economy. 

Hew  Dietary  Tables  have  been  adopted  (sanctioned  by  the 
Medical  Officers)  and  I  think  it  due  to  the  Officers  and 
Attendants  to  state  that  they  have  given  every  assistance  in 
carrying  out  the  several  alterations  mentioned  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  Patients  have  been  regularly  visited  and  the  Institu¬ 
tion  inspected,  and  although  it  is  inconveniently  crowded,  the 
Booms  and  Gralleries  are  clean  and  in  good  order. 

I  beg  to  thank  the  Committee  of  Visitors  for  their  support, 
and  particularly  the  House  Committee  who  have  attended  with 
me  to  visit  the  Patients  and  inspect  the  Asylum,  and  also  for 
their  assistance  in  conducting  the  business  of  the  Institution 
during  the  three  years  I  have  had  the  honour  to  be  Chairman.

EORM  OE  A  LEGACY.

applied  to  the  charitable  purposes  of  that  Institution.  Such  Legacy  to  be 
paid  in  precedence  of  the  other  pecuniary  Legacies  hereby  bequeathed  out  of 
such  part  of  my  personal  Estate,  not  specifically  bequeathed  as  the  Law  per¬ 
mits  to  be  appropriated  by  Will  to  Charitable  purposes.  And  for  which,  on 
payment,  the  said  Treasurer’s  receipt  shall  be  a  complete  discharge.” 


REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICERS  OF 
THE  GENERAL  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 


January  30th,  1856. 

MI  LORDS  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

We  are  gratified  to  be  enabled  to  make  a  satisfactory 
report  as  to  the  condition  and  health  of  our  Patients,  and  that 
they  have  been  free  from  epidemic  and  contagious  diseases 
during  the  past  year.  Two  of  our  attendants  were  attacked 
with  Eever  and  we  sent  one  of  them  at  once  to  the  General 
Hospital.  The  Eever  of  the  other  was  complicated  with  a 
fatal  disease  from  which  he  died,  and  although  a  few  of  our 
Patients  had  febrile  symptoms  about  the  same  time  they  soon 
subsided,  and  no  contagious  influence  was  communicated. 

We  have  had  greatly  increased  admissions  in  comparison 
with  the  last  year,  many  of  them  of  a  dangerous  and  most 
suicidal  character. 

The  numbers  admitted  have  been  66,  viz., — 36  Men  and  30 
Women.  The  great  majority  of  these  were  from  Nottingham 
and  its  immediate  neighbourhood. 

Of  the  66  admissions,  one  half,  viz.,— -15  Eemales  and  18 
Males  were  suicidal.  Their  unhappy  state  was  in  many  instances 
:  produced  by  distress  of  mind  from  losses  in  business,  absence  of 
work,  and  consequent  poverty,  which  resulted  from  their  occupa¬ 
tions  and  employments  in  the  several  branches  of  Trade  in  and 
near  Nottingham. 

There  has  been  an  excess  of  Male  admissions  in  both  classes 
of  Patients,  notwithstanding  that  the  excess  of  the  Eemale 
population  in  the  Town  of  Nottingham  is  4,277,  and  in  the 
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County  903.  We  believe  this  excess  in  proportion  of  admissions 
to  have  been  accidental,  as  sometimes  the  one  sex  has  predo¬ 
minated  in  the  Asylum  and  sometimes  the  other. 

16  Patients  had  hereditary  disposition  to  Insanity,  and  9 
had  the  disease  induced  by  habits  of  intemperance. 

The  number  of  discharges  and  deaths  were  71 ;  of  these 
we  have  discharged  cured,  23  ;  relieved,  9  ;  harmless  chronics, 
11  ;  not  improved,  4  ;  died,  24.  The  deaths  were  chiefly  from 
the  usual  causes  which  prevail  in  Asylums,  viz., — apoplexy f 
paralysis,  epilepsy,  and  phthisis  pulmonalis.  The  annexed 
tables  will  give  more  detailed  particulars. 

In  February  last  we  reported  to  you  that  59  of  the  Patients 
were  chronic  harmless  ones,  who  might  be  safely  removed  to 
Workhouses  in  which  there  existed  separate  wards  for  the  care 
of  Lunatics.  Of  this  number  10  were  taken  to  the  Nottingham 
Workhouse,  and  one  to  the  Loughborough  Workhouse.  The 
relative  numbers  reported  were  43  belonging  to  the  County, 
and  16  belonging  to  the  Town.  At  present  the  Asylum,  as 
regards  County  Paupers,  is  virtually  full. 

On  the  16th  of  last  May  we  commenced  an  altered  dietary 
as  an  experiment.  We  find  it  has  not  disagreed  with  the  health 
of  the  Patients,  and  we  recommend  its  continuance.  For  the 
first  few  weeks  some  Patients  became  low,  irritable,  and 
nervous,  and  we  had  to  administer  wine  and  stimulating  medi¬ 
cines,  as  well  as  extra  diet,  but  they  did  not  become  perma¬ 
nently  deteriorated  in  health,  nor  do  they  now  complain.  The 
variety  of  diet  is  agreeable  and  suitable  to  them. 

We  find  no  difficulty  whatever  in  respect  of  diet  with  the 
Pauper  admissions,  because  in  almost  every  case  our  dietary  is 
an  improvement  upon  the  one  they  have  left. 

We  need  scarcely  repeat  that  our  system  of  treatment  in 
respect  of  personal  and  mechanical  restraint  is  upon  what  is 
called  the  non  restraint  system.  Put  we  have  had  two  excep¬ 
tional  cases  in  the  past  year,  and  we  think  we  should  not  have 
performed  our  own  duty,  nor  have  treated  our  Patients  with 
humanity,  skill,  or  safety,  if  we  had  not,  for  short  periods, 
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viz., — whilst  giving  food,  during  the  night,  and  sometimes 
during  exercise,  used  the  Camisole,  which  is  merely  a  dress  to 
limit  the  use  of  the  arms  and  cover  the  hands.  In  neither  of 
these  cases  was  the  dress  used  after  the  first  three  weeks, 
excepting  during  an  occasional  paroxysm  of  a  few  hours.  One 
of  these  Patients  was  homicidal,  violent,  dangerous,  and  greatly 
destructive  during  the  prevalence  of  his  paroxysms  ;  the  other 
had  not  taken  food  for  40  hours  when  admitted,  and  he  had 
attempted  suicide  by  drowning.  During  the  evening  of  his 
admission,  and  on  the  following  morning,  he  had  three  times 
tried  to  strangle  himself ;  he  refused  food,  was  fed  by  the 
stomach-pump,  and  immediately  afterwards  tried  to  make  him¬ 
self  sick ;  afterwards  he  attempted  strangulation  with  his  own 
hands  ;  twice  in  one  day  he  suddenly  and  violently  when  walking 
with  the  attendant  dashed  his  head  against  the  walls ;  also  on 
the  stone  pavement  on  another  occasion;  once  he  threw  himself 
over  the  railings  in  the  Court  No.  2,  and  fell  a  height  of  twelve 
feet,  which  produced  severe  contusions  and  concussion  of  the 
brain  ;  afterwards  he  made  other  sudden  and  violent  attempts  at 
;  self-destruction.  We  had  the  choice  of  the  continued  personal 
restraint  of  attendants,  which  would  be  merely  a  succession  of 
violent  struggles  for  the  mastery,  and  the  padded  room  and 
Camisole  with  constant  attendance  and  watching.  This  latter 
management  enabled  us  to  give,  without  an y  personal  antagonism , 
proper  medicines  and  diet,  as  well  as  a  great  amount  of  exercise 
in  the  open  grounds,  and  our  Patient  has  recovered. 

We  relate  these  cases  more  at  length  because  of  the  allu¬ 
sion  to  them  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  at  their  visit  in 
June  last,  in  which  report  in  the  Visitor’s  Book  they  say, — 
“  Efforts  should  be  made  to  render  the  use  of  mechanical 
“  restraint  unnecessary,  by  affording  the  Patients  more  extended 
“means  for  exercise  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  Asylum.”  In 
our  judgment,  it  was  quite  out  of  the  question — taking  a 
Patient  in  such  a  state  as  described,  for  exercise  beyond  the 
bounds  of  the  Asylum ;  and  as  soon  as  that  violent  state  had 
subsided  under  the  treatment  adopted,  we  neither  required  nor 
used  the  Camisole  nor  any  other  mechanical  restraint. 
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If  we  thought  it  necessary  to  give  any  authority  for  this 
exceptional  case  of  the  temporary  use  of  the  Camisole  as 
mechanical  restraint,  we  should  find  it  in  the  eighth  report  of 
the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  page  138,  in  which  Mr.  Wilks, 
the  late  resident  Medical  Officer  of  the  Stafford  Asylum,  and 
recently  appointed  a  Medical  Commissioner  in  Lunacy,  writes, — 
“  With  every  disposition  to  advocate  the  disuse  of  restraints  to 
“  the  utmost  extent,  I  am  compelled  to  admit  that  the  result 
“  of  my  experience  in  this  Asylum  up  to  the  present  time  leads 
u  me  to  the  conclusion  that  cases  may  occur  in  which  its  tem- 
“  porary  employment  may  be  both  necessary  and  justifiable.” 

The  Commissioners  made  some  other  suggestions  which 
we  think  may  be  safely  carried  out,  especially  in  respect  of  the 
wire  coverings  to  the  windows  and  outside  iron  work,  and  some 
different  arrangement  of  furniture ;  but  these  are  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Committee. 

We  have  in  the  Asylum  two  examples  of  a  disease  very 
rare,  and  we  believe  peculiar  to  the  Insane.  It  has  been 
recently  investigated  by  Dr.  Fischer,  of  Baden.  It  has  been 
called  Hoematom ,  or  sanguineous  tumor  of  the  ear.  It  does 
not  seem  to  affect  the  general  health. 

We  report  with  great  satisfaction  as  to  the  benefits  of  the 
night-watch  being  conducive  to  safety,  cleanliness,  comfort,  and 
economy.  More  than  one  half  of  the  Partients  attend  Divine 
Service  in  the  large  room  belonging  to  the  laundry  department, 
in  which  their  conduct  is  orderly  and  decorous,  and  we  find  it 
to  have  a  beneficial  influence.  Many  of  them  also  derive  con¬ 
solation  and  advantage  from  the  kind  and  judicious  ministra¬ 
tions  of  the  Chaplain  in  their  own  apartments. 

We  find  difficulty  in  giving  employment  to  so  large  a 
body  of  Patients  with  the  limited  means  at  command.  The 
daily  average  of  those  occupied  in  the  Wards,  Laundry,  and 
Gardens,  being  about  60  of  each  sex.  The  new  grounds  having 
been  under  spade  cultivation,  principally  for  potatoes,  could  not 
be  used  for  the  purposes  of  recreation  and  exercise  ;  but  we  an¬ 
ticipate  making  suitable  walks  which  will  give  very  extended 
means  of  recreation  and  exercise.  We  have  given  the  Patients 
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the  gratification  and  amusement  of  tea-drinking,  music,  and 
dancing  four  times  during  the  year.  The  trouble  and  the 
decorations,  &c.,  were  their  employments  as  well  as  their 
temporary  delight,  and  the  additional  expense  to  the  Institution 
is  scarcely  to  be  considered  when  divided  amongst  the  average 
number  of  160,  who,  on  each  occasion,  so  happily  enjoyed 
themselves. 

TYe  mention  in  the  treatment  of  Insanity  the  great  impor¬ 
tance  of  recreation,  exercise,  and  employment ;  but  we  must  be 
guarded  in  not  laying  too  much  stress  upon  these  means  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  more  important  medical  and  remedial  agents. 

Insanity  is  a  disease  of  one  or  more  of  the  bodily  organs, 
the  mind  being  inscrutably  and  indissolubly  united  to  and  con¬ 
nected  with  those  bodily  organs  during  life.  Those  organs  are 
amenable  to  medical  treatment,  and  must  have  it  in  Insanity 
as  well  as  in  other  diseases.  It  is  well  to  give  amusement,  em¬ 
ployment,  and  exercise ;  they  give  vigor  and  health  to  the  bodily 
frame,  and  changed  ideas  to  the  disordered  mind.  The  occu¬ 
pations  of  life,  the  sensations  of  care,  anxiety,  and  distress 
attendant  upon  our  duties  often  give  us  little  time  for  healthful 
exercise,  the  enjoyment  of  natural  scenery  and  beauty,  or  the 
study  of  the  works  of  art ;  but  when  disease  has  so  mastered 
the  bodily  frame,  disturbed  the  nervous  system,  and  rendered 
morbid  the  manifestations  of  the  intellect,  emotions,  and  pas¬ 
sions,  that  a  residence  in  the  Asylum  becomes  necessary 
for  protection  as  well  as  cure,  then  it  is  that  the  unoccupied 
and  unemployed  hours  hang  wearily  and  heavily  on  mind  and 
body,  and  these  accessories  to  medical  treatment  are  of  great 
importance. 

Some  persons  who  have  theories  of  their  own  to  support,  or 
who  are  not  really  acquainted  with  the  indications  and  treatment 
of  this  important  disease,  have  expressed  an  opinion  that 
Insanity  is  not  amenable  to  medical  treatment,  or  that  such 
treatment  is  a  mere  secondary  matter.  If  this  opinion  were 
to  gain  ground  it  would  soon  become  a  fatal  error ;  it  would 
check  alike  all  science,  research,  and  improvement.  It  would 
degenerate  our  public  Asylums  into  a  system  of  management 
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of  mere  routine,  work,  diet,  and  exercise,  forgetful  of  the 
labours  and  observations  of  past  experience,  and  the  necessity 
for  the  continuance  of  those  observations,  of  the  effect  of 
remedies  whilst  living,  and  of  the  morbid  appearances  after  death, 
and  it  would  throw  back  Psychological  Medicine  into  a  darker 
system  of  ignorance  and  barbarity  than  when  the  enlightened 
Pinel  in  Prance,  and  after  him  Conolly  in  this  country,  first 
awakened  the  skill  of  the  Physician  and  the  heart  of  the 
Philanthropist  to  the  advantage  of  a  scientific  as  well  as  humane 
treatment  of  the  Insane. 

In  conclusion  we  beg  to  thank  you  for  the  confidence  and 
support  you  have  always  been  pleased  to  give  us  in  the  perfor¬ 
mance  of  our  anxious  duties  in  the  Asylum.
